A controversial agreement which | 
calls for more integration in Madison 
County Housing Authority projects, — 
termed by one board member as a form 
of “blackmail’’ — will cost the county in 
excess of $25,000 this year, members of 
the Madison County Housing Authority | 
Executive Board heard Thursday 
night. : 

However, in order to continue to 
receive funds from the U.S. Depart- | 
ment of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment (HUD), the board signed the | 
federally-mandated agreement, which 
calls for more white placements in 
predominantly black housing projects 
and more black placements in 
predominently white projects. . 

Another mandated Bene involves. 


putting black managers in 
predominently white projects and white 
managers in charge of predominently 
black housing complexes, 

In the Quad-City area, the county 


| housing authority operates Grenzer and 


Garesche Homes in Madison and Viola 
Jones, Lee Wright and Venice Homes in 


| Venice. Since all are predominently 


occupied by blacks, the HUD guidelines 
may force the authority to find white 
managers for those projects to replace 
current black managers. 

“T feel like we were blackmailed,” 
Executive Board Member Rick Hunter 
of Edwardsville told reporters. He 
insisted that any signed agreement sent 
to HUD include a clause calling for 
additional HUD financing to pay- for 


termed federal ‘blackmail’ 


administration costs of changing the 
racial makeup: of the 10 housing 
projects and paying for HUD-required 
maintenance improvements to some. 

Such a clause was included by the 
board Thursday night and the 
agreement now is to be reviéwed by the 
board’s legal counsel before being 
submitted to HUD. .

All-Savers must be added 
to Illinois tax returns 


If you are ready to com- 
plete your 1981 income tax 
returns, the Illinois 
Department of Revenue has 
a reminder’ for you. 

Make sure on your state 
tax form that you correctly 
report any intérest-dividend 
exclusions and interest from 
All-Savers Certificates. 

Scores of persons who 
have already filed in- 
correctly this year will be 
receiving notices soon from 
the. state revenue depart- 
ment, together with a bill for 
additional taxes owed, plus 
interest, according to Gary 
Ey, deputy director of the 
Tax Processing Bureau. 

Ey- noted that Illinois 
taxpayers are required to 
add back to their state 
returns all amounts sub- 
tracted off the federal return 
for the interest-dividend 
exclusion and interest on All- 
Savers Certificates. 

‘Taxpayers are allowed on 
the federal return to subtract 
up to $200 of interest and 
dividends or up to $400 on a 
joint return. However, those 
amounts must be added back 
for state taxation purposes, 
Ey explained.

Mrs. Ginny Dellmano, 
family program coordinator 
of SEMC’s chemical 
dependericy treatment unit, 
Talbot Hall, told the group 
that the family, also becomes 
ill when it is centered around 
coping with an addict's 
behavior. |

To fulfill 
this need, Talbot Hall has 
started a family care 
program,

treatment plan for those who 
are having difficulty in 
adjusting to the recovering 
alcoholic.

PILOT POWER PLANT 
WILL BURN ILL. COAL 
Ilinois will build an $11.5 
million demonstration dry 
scrubber system for the 
largest state-owned power 
plant, located on the 
Champaign-Urbana campus 
of the University of Illinois.

Mathes said that unlike the men’s 
competition, each women’s weight 


class champion will bé calculated by 
using the Malone Formula. The for- 
mula permits officials, by using co- 
efficients, to determine the champion 
by figuring what woman has lifted the 
most weight ‘per-body-pound. 

An overall mén’s champion will be 
determined similarly using the Sch- 
wartz Formula. 

All lifters will compete in three dif- 
ferent types of lifts; the squat lift, the 
bench press and the dead lift. The sum 
of those three lifts will determine each 
weight class champion. 

When doing the squat lift each con- 
testant is required to shoulder the 
weight behind their head, squat to a 
point at which the knee and hip joint are 
at the same height, and return to an 
erect standing position. 

Lifters doing the bench press are 
required by United States Powerlifting 
Federation rules, to raise the weight 
from a motionless position just above 
their chest, to a position in which both 
arms are extended. 

To record a successful dead lift, 
competitors must raise the bar, from 
the floor to a standing position in which 


the contestants knees are locked and - 


shoulders back.

for their, team for each first place 
finish, five for second, three for third, 
two for fourth and a single point for a 
fifth place finish. 

Powerlifters are often thought of as 
having more brawn than brains. That 
can’t be said about members of the Tri- 
City YMCA team. 

One Tri-City team member, who will 
compete this weekend, is working on a 
master’s degree, another is an art 
teacher, another has his doctorate, and 
yet another manages a local night club. 
““There’s a common misconception 
about powerlifters,’’ Mathes said. 
“Many people confuse powerlifters 
with body builders. 

“Tt's true, at times our workouts are 
similar, but for the most part they’re 
totally different.” 

Mathes said the major difference 
between powerlifters and body builders 
was the strength difference. 
Powerlifters, generally speaking, are 
stronger. Body builders, he said, work 
out with less weight, but do more total 
lifts, ‘repetitions. 

He explained this led to swollen 
blood-filled muscles, the desire of a 
body builder. 

Team captain. Mathes. called 
powerlifting ‘‘a technique sport,” 
whereas body building concentrates 
less on technique. 

“Technique is the all important thing, 
A mediocre lifter, who has excellent 
technique, will lift more than another 
lifter who may be stronger,”’ Mathes 
said. 

‘When I get up there,’’ Mathes said 
positioning ‘himself-as he were going to 
lift, “I try to get good form, get under 
the weight, and lift. I think of nothing. 
You can’t think of anything. After- 
wards, I try to the recall my lift af- 
terwards, and I can’t. I’m blank.”” 

Hopefully, Mathes will have at least 
some recollection of his lifting ac- 
tivities, as he attempts to improve on 
his international status of 800 pounds in. 
the squat lift.

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Thompson budget deserves General Assembly support 


Austerity is the key to Gov. James R. 
Thompson's proposed budget for the 1983 
fiscal year beginning July 1 — and no one 
should be able to fault him for that. A tight 
slid on spending will determine whether the 

state remains solvent or slips into 
economic disarray. 
‘Phe spending package outlined by ‘the 
governor is based upon a cautious reading 
of the national financial picture. It en- 
visiohs no bold new programs. It harbors 
no |wishful thinking. Instead, “it 
realistically assesses what the state can 
afford in the light of projected income. 

While there are cuts that will make some 
unhappy — as the governor says, ‘his 
budget is lean It will not meet 
everyone’s expectations’ — overall it does 
attempt to meet the state’s essential 
needs. 

The budget appropriations show a 
decrease of 1.2 percent from the current 
year's appropriations, for a total figure of 
$14.17 billion. Spending from the General 
Revenue Fund, which pays for most state 
government operations out of sales and 
income taxes, would increase by. 1.4 
percent to $8.2 billion. 

With no new taxes specifically proposed, 
and with an increase revenue forecast of 
7.8 percent not even keeping pace with an 
anticipated 8 percent inflation rate, the 
governor has had to make some cuts that 
are |likely to be. painful, including the 
projected reduction of 1,300 jobs. 

He is recommending an education ~ 
budget of $3.76 billion, 2.7 percent lower 
than the current fiscar year. 
Appropriations for elementary and 
secondary education would be $35 million 
less that at pre it, but state support per 
pupil actually would increase because of 
declining enrollment, down 19 percent in 
the last 10 years, 

‘THe biggest spending decrease comes in 
transportation,. The $2.3 billion ap- 
propriation is down by 7 percent, due 
primarily to a decline in federal funds, 
motor fuel taxes and vehicle registrations. 
Understandably, this will mean less 
money available for road and bridge 

i renal expenditures will drop about $30 
million from the present $470 million level. 


GENERAL MANAGER 
Paul Halbert 
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The governor has approved increased 
spending in some areas of state activity. In 
one of them, Public, Aid, an ever- 
increasing caseload now above a million 
individuals has forced him to increase that 
budget by $95 million to $3.03 billion. It is 
an unfortunate sign of the times that the 
public aid appropriation will absorb 21 
percent of.the total budget while education 
gets only 28 percent. But the needs of the 
indigent cannot be ignored. 

With a penchant for keeping criminals 
off the streets, Thompson’s budget in- 
creases appropriations for the Department 
of Corrections by 5.8 percent to $267.3 
million, including $33 million for a new 
medium-security prison at Vienna. 

| There will be other slight increases in 

spending for the Department of Children 
| and Family Services, programs for the 
elderly and industrial job training 

Thompson's budget is not predicated 
upon any specific tax increases because he 
surely recognizes that chances of enacting 

| new taxes in an election year are slim. But 
he opens the door for possible legislative 
action either now or after the election by 
suggesting two tax increase possibilities: 

— Basing the liquor tax on alcoholic 
content, resulting in a 72 percent increase 
that could bring in an additional $55 
million; 

Enacting a 2 percent tax on Illinois- 
| based insurance companies’ premiums as 
it does on out-of-state firms, thereby 
raising $70 million more revenue annually 

‘As with last year’s budget, |the gover- 

|nor’s lastest -proposals are highly ten- 
tative. Downward changes in the economic 
\climate would necessitate adjustments. 
The status of President Reagan's budget 
proposal is undecided, so the state does not 
know how severely it will be affected by 
‘he. ‘new federalism’ idea. This past 
fiscal year Llinois lost $100 million in 
\federal funds. That much or more could be 
cut again. 

|” In the light of that uncertainty, as well as 
\the delicate economic balance the state 
has been fortunate to maintain, we think 
Gov. Thompson’s fiscal year 1983 budget is 
la realistic package that deserves support 
in the General Assembly. 


Brighter view of the future is now justified--Brown 


Wall Street Journal — Jerry Brown is 
wrapping up his last year as governor of 
California and heading into a Senate 
campaign with uncertain prospects. In his 
eight years in the national eye, sometimes 
as political wonder, sometimes as the butt 
of jokes, he has been the symbol for a no- 
growth, pessimistic view of the American 
future. 

Facing the possible end of his career in

governor now is definitely upbeat. What he 
‘once thought was an era of limits, he says, 
now looks like a transition ‘through a 
period with many blocks to growth. to one 
in which the new information technology 
will restore the momentum of the 
American economy.”

The new high technologies of 
microcomputers and data processing, he 
thinks, have the country positioned on the 
edge of unprecedented prosperity 

No fan of ‘‘Reaganomics,”’ he still treats 
it with unexpected mildness, because in 
,his view it more or less accidentally 
coincides with the coming boom. 

Goy. Brown is delighted to harmonize 
the rise of this new technology with his 
original rhetoric of limits to growth. 


High tech does more with less, it saves | 
energy and it doesn’t plunder natural | 


resources. It can revitalize older in- 
dustries by making their work more in- 
telligent and economic. 

He goes further and envisions a society | 
in¢reasingly organized on the same model. | 
As high energy costs turn people back to | 
the cities instead of the sprawling suburbs, 
their style of living will become more j 

“compact and efficient, “‘like a 
micréprocessor.”” 

This new optimism, believe it or not, 
grows logically out of Brown’s earlier 
glum vision. Just two years ago, he was 
fascinated by the Kondratieff ‘“‘long-wave”’ } 
theory of 50-year historical cycles that; 
seemed to portend a_ protracted} 
stagnation. } 

The technologies that had driven the) 
post-war American economy—steel, 
automobiles, suburbanization—were | 
waning. Or, in Gov. Brown’s terminology, } 
they were entering the last inflection of | 
their Sygmoid Curve. | 
- A newer generation of technologies, he | 

* argued, would require a level of govern- | 
ment investment in research and} 
development that was not forthcoming. | 
But the rapid growth of high technology 
needed much less government support | 
than the governor thought. | 

Gov. Brown was quick to observe that 


semiconguctors, microcompyters and 


their attendants were the hottest part of 
California’s economy. Until the current 
recession, they were adding 30,000 to 40,000 
jobs a year. 

His staff projects that high tech in 
general, including aerospace, will account 
for more than 40 percent of California's 
employment growth in the '80s. So the 
Brown administration has become ex- 
tremely, solicitous of the needs of this in- 
dustry. 

Goy. Brown loves to discourse about 
“telematics,” ‘‘compunications” and the 
need for national information policy, but 
he also delves into the practical details. 

In-recent Washington testimony to the 
Joint Economic Committee, he warned of 
Japanese dominance in the new 
generation of silicon chips. 

He criticizes the federal easing of 
depreciation in the new 10-5-3 schedule 
| because ironically it penalizes high 
technology. Many of these companies, now 
limited to three-year depreciation, could 
previously get U.S. Treasury permission 
to write off rapidly obsolescent machinery 
in one to two years. 

He is preparing a California con- 
stitutional amendment to allow state 
pension funds to invest in high tech 
companies, and his staff is developing a 
kind of Fannie.Mae approach to raise high 
tech capital. 2 

California, the plan goes, would 
guarantee pools of inividual loans to this 
industry so they could be resold as high- 
grade debt instruments to institutional 
investors. One of the governor’s few new 
programs in a hard-pressed budget would 
train students for this manpower-hungry 
industry. 

The industry is beginning to respond to 
Jerry Brown's wooing. A new California 
commission on industrial innovation 
features such unlikely Brown appointees 
as David Packard, chairman of Hewlett- 
Packard Corp. 

The governor's fans in entrepreneurial 
circles are now saying that “he. un- 
derstands high technology and venture 
capital better than any U.S. politician.” 

It remains to be seen whether Brown will 
reap a political reward for this new 
alliance. The California left may be put off 
by, his ardent chase of at least one group of 
corporations (defense contractors at that). 

Voters may perceive his latest transition 
as one too many in a line of chameleon-like 
changes. But with his resilient political 
genius, Jerry Brown has found that the 
kind of rhetoric voters currently want to 
hear talks of growth and optimism. 

It may yet become chic among 
politicians to stake. your future on the

Camping fees will 
grow at state sites

SPRINGFIELD — Come 
April 1, early flowers won't 
be the only things pushing 
upwards in state parks; 
campground fees are going 
to be growing, too. 

To help offset the tradi- 
tional deficit in camp- 
ground operations, the 
state department of con- 
servation will tack on fee 
increases ranging from 
twenty-five cents per per- 
son at Class E group sites 
to one dollar a night for 
Class A camp sites. 

The new policy is ex- 
pected to generate an addi- 
tional $300,000 annually, 
according to Charles Tam- 
minga, department associ- 
ate director for the bureau 
of lands and historic sites. 

However, Tamminga 
said, the increases will still 
only offset between 15 and 
20 percent. of the anticipat- 
ed deficit. 


“In calendar year 1980, 
we realized- $1,135,800 in 
revenues from our camp- 
grounds,” Tamminga said. 
“But our expenditures for 
operating the camp- 
grounds that year were 
$2,840,200. What this means 
is our expenditures cur- 
rently exceed our revenues 
by $1.7 million or about 250 
percent.” 

The increases are the 


first since 1977, when fees 
were raised for Class A, B 
and E sites. Fees for the 
Class C and D sites have 
not been raised since 1970, 
Tamminga said. 

Class A sites offer 
showers and electrical 
hook-ups, while. Class B 
sites have either showers 
or electricity, and Class C 
sites are listed as “primi- 
tive” with vehicular ac- 
cess. Class D sites are 
walk-in primitive sites, and 
Class E sites are group 
campsites, 

Under the new fee sched- 
ule, charges for Class A 
sites will go from $5 to $6 a 
night, while Class B site 
charges will rise from $4 to 
$5. At Class C sites,-fees 
will jump from $2 to $3 
daily, and the charge for 
Class D sites will rise from 
$1 to $2. Fees at Class E 
sites will increase from §25 
cents with a minimum of 
$2 for the group, to 50 cents 
per person with a $5 mini- 
mum. 

“We feel this rate is fair 
and reasonable,” Tammin- 
ga said, “particularly - in 
comparison with the fees 
charged by neighboring 
states for state managed 
campsites. It is still lower 
than the rates charged by 
commercial campgrounds 
for comparable facilities.” 

Neighboring states, he 
said, charge fees ranging 
from a low of $2 for primi- 


tive sites to a high of $8 for 
sites comparable to Illinois 
Class A sites. 

While the fee hikes will 
not match the difference 
between costs and income 
in the camp site program, 
Tamminga noted that addi- 
tional state revenues are 
generated by campers 
through patronage of state 
concessions. 

The largest campground _ 
management loss comes 
from benefits which have 
been legislatively mandat- 
ed for the disabled and sen- 
ior citizens. These persons 
are permitted to camp for 
half-price or no charge on 
week days, Tamminga 
said, resulting in approxi- 
mately 40 percent of the 
sites’ use during the séa- 
son, and accounting for a 
loss of more than $400,000 
annually. 


Last year, in an éffort to 
maintain services -without, 
additional cost, the depart- 
ment tested a program of 
volunteer campground 
“hosts” who worked for $1 
and a free campsite, pro- 
viding specifted services to 
campers and freeing site 
personnel for other chores. 
That highly successful pro- 
gram, Tamminga said, will 
be expanded from last 
year’s pilot program at 13 
sites, to some 35 camp- 
grounds in the coming 
camping season.
